That we the con- 
clusion of the Advisory 
Couwrittee for Evacuees, 189 
W. Madison St., Chicago, 
Ill., based on exnericnces 
of arvrovimntely 300 more 
evucuszes relocated in the 
Chicago araa during April. 

Over 95 per cent of the 
evacue<s havo located sat- 
isrectory employment and 
are making successful read- 
justments, indicated tho 
report from Edwin C., Morgon- 
roth, cxecutive socrotary,

section of evacuses as cam- 
piled by the Gommittec are 
given int few examples be- 
low. 

"A" is a young mun, cin- 
gle, who relocated two 
months ago, He works in a 
factory, unskilled labor, 
earning an average of $3% 
a week. He lives at « hotel, 
eats all meals ‘out’; after 
laundry, 
recreation ana miscellaneous 
items, ho saved $22 his 
first month. Lest month 
moving into a housekosping 
apartment with a friend 
where they cooked meals and 
packed JIunches, he suyod 
$35. 

"B" is married and both 
are working as domestics. 


Together they receive $130 
monthly plus room with pri- 
vate bath, and board. "We 
save zxbout $100 monthly." 
Both are not too sure thoy 
like the work better than 
anything else they might 
be doing, but they want to 
sayo as much as possible 
now. Their wiıployers are 
satisficd wiih then. 

"C" is mrrieð and has 
& baby., He sarns $1€5 mon- 
thly in a manufacturing 
plant. They pay $45 fo* a 
nice apartment, "a little 
steep on my salary," but 
after skillful budgeting 
on other expenses, buying 
#25 war bond monthly and 
$6 insurance, he has about 
$10 left.
